The Speaker and the House. 


The assnmpliou that Speaker Ciisp ia 


bound, either by precedeut or by existing 
political necessity, to appoint Mr. Mills 
Chairman of Ways and Means is on utter 
absurdity. No min in the Hooae has the 
right to a particular position on any com- 
mittee, beyond his special ability to fill it 
with credit to the conntry and with safety 
to the majority that controls the body. 
This 


ralehns been recogn'zed by all Speakers for 
many years past almost without a stogie ex- 
ception, aud tbe claim tuat Mr. Hills is 
entitled to the Chairmanship of Ways and 
Means because he has been defeated for 
Speaker, or because he ooce filled that posi- 
tion, is illogical and should be dismissed as 
unworthy of consideration. 


When Mr. Kerr. of Indiana, was elected 


to the Speakership over Mr. Kandall, of 
Pennsylvania, after a contest nearly as close 
and desperate as the contest between Crisp 
and Mills, neither Mr. Randall nor his 
friends made any claim to the Chairmanship 
of Ways and Means, and Speaker Kerr sip- 
pointed Mr. Morrison, of Illinois, who had 
not been a candidate lor Speaker at all. 
At 


the opening of tbe next Congress, Mr, Ran- 
dall was chosen Speaker after an earnest and 
close contest with Blackburn, of Kentucky. 
Blackburn gracefully bowed to his defeat, as 
did Randall when Kerr defeated him two 
years before, but be made no claim to the 
Chairmanship of Ways and Means, and Mr. 
Randall gave that position to Fernando 
Wood, of New York, who had not been a 
candidate for the 
chair. 
Again, when 


Mr. Carlisle was chosen Speaker over Ran- 
dall, after a contest of nnusnal intensity, 
neither Randall nor his friends claimed the 
Chairmanship of Ways and Means. 
Al- 


though he had been three times elected 
Speaker and was the confessed leader of the 
party on the floor, Carlisle reappointed Mor- 
rison to the head o( Ways and Means. 


It will he seen that there is no precedent 


for the claim that because a man has been 
the moat prominent of the defeated candi- 
dates for Speaker, he must be awarded the 
Chairmanship of Ways and Means. Tbe 
Chaitmttn of that Committee will be most 
potential in shaping the party policy of the 
majority on the most vital issnes to be met 
in the next Presidential campaign. If Mr. 
Mills is best fitted for that duty, he should 
be appointed without regard to his candi- 
dacy for Speaker. If he is not the best 
fitted man for the place, he should not be 
appointed, regardless of the fact that he has 
been at the head ol that Committee in a 
former Congress. The majority of the pres- 
ent House is confronted by new occasions 
aud new duties, and it must meet them 
manfully and skillfully or it must defeat 
itself in the great battle of 1892. 
Let Speak- 


er Crisp dismiss all the absurd claims of in- 
dividual rights to particular positions on his 
committees, and let him organize the House 
with the best equipped men assigned to 
every important duty.—P/Uln. Times.

High Tariff and Wages 


The Philadelphia Ledger takes bit-h ground 


in favor of making the tariff the leading 
issne in the next Presidential election. The 
Ledger will likely be gratified. 
Tariff re- 


form and an honest dollar will doubtless be 
the rallying cry of the Democratic party, 
and it will enter the contest in 1892 with 
these great leading issnes inscribed on its 
banners. Tbe Ledger says : 


"The snstaiuers of protection should be 


more than willing to invite discussion of the 
Tariff. 
They believe that Protection stands 


the assured foundation of national prosperi- 
ty, the prop and stay of our manufactures, 
and its own best excuse and defense ; but 
there are a great many Protectionists who 
favor free raw materials, and who do not 
regard tbe McKinley Tariff as a fair exposi- 
tion of genuine protection. There is, in- 
deed, a very common demand that that crude 
measure shall be revised in accordance with 
tbe doctrine of protection which coddles 
none and protects all." 


The Westminster Advocate comments: Tbe 


pretence of protection to American labor 
through the medium of the tariff is one of 
the greatest impositions ever practiced upon 
the public mind. The only protection it 
afi'i>rds is to the wealthy manufacturer. 
All 


the rest of mankind is plucked by it for his 
benefit. 
This fact is becoming well under- 


stood by the most obtuse. The operative 
sees that he ifl brought into competition 
with foreign labor, which V3 placed side by 
side with him in tbe factory, at low wages, 
thus reducing wages to a very low scale. 
The operative gets no benefit of the protec- 
tion, the profits of the employer alone being 
enhanced by it. 
This fact is now becoming 


well understood by every laboring man. 
The benefit of free raw material is now very 
generally admitted, even by tariff men, and 
the fallacy of a high tariff for "protection" 
is gradually yielding to common sense and 
sober reason. 


No USE FDB THEM —At the last Novem-

memorable contests in their behalf. 
Ia no 


situation is tbia moie the ease than when 
Congress meets, as it is then that tho old 
parties show at their best in effjrta that are 
calculated to recall to thorn their old adher- 
ents who have changed into a new party. 
Snch men always feel awkward when ob- 
served by their old associates in their new 
relationship, and no matter whether a new 
party man. is a Democrat or Republican he 
is never at ease as an observer of a struggle 
between these parties, and pitches in aa soon 
as he can find an opportunity to do it in 
favor of his old fealty, aud in antagonism of 
his old foes in politics. There is really no- 
thing unnatural in this, nothing to find fault 
with, for the reason that they seldom, if 
ever, forget the party in which they learned 
their first lesson in politics, imbibed their 
nest conviction in principle, and formed 
their first preferences for men. 
While the 


old parties change their policies in the ad- 
ministration of government and conform 
their principles to meet the emergencies of 
progress and the necessities of the times, 
they never abandon their traditions and 
never lose sight of a fact that is to them 
gloriotis in memories of victory at the ballot 
box and triumphs of principles in govern- 
ment. It is ior these reasons that new 
parties do not last long, and now again, tin- 
der these testa as they are being made al- 
ready in Congress, the oveishadowiog pres- 
tige of the old parties tends to recall their 
old adherents from any new adhesions they 
may have formed, because the old is more 
attractive, more important and more calcu- 
lated, under all circumstances, to adminis- 
ter a great government like oura and pass 
the laws necessary ior its proper guidance. 


Under these circumstances theontlook tor 


new parties at present in the field of politics 
is very dreary, and will become more so 
when tbe bngle notes of the two old parties 
call them to tbe great conflict of 1802. 
Then will the new parties melt ^way as will 
the frosts of the winter jnst begun disap 
pear under the heats of the spring.

I ulletin number 32 of Cornell Agncnltnr- 


• i Nation, gives the results of the ex pen 
m nfs at that station during the past three 
yeirs on the cultivation of tomatoes and the 
ii Science of the various modes of treatment

From this bulletin, which 


occupies fifty pflges, we condense a few in- 
teresting statements 


The experiments with fertilisers show 


that +he common notion that heavy tertilu

tegrated bam manure was largely nsed 
Bat there is some difference in varieties, 
and possibl> some difference in soils

were made to determine the comparative 
effect of early and late setting

early in May, ami expcsed to cold weather, 
gave earlier results than those set, in Jane, 
and yielded sometimes neatly five times as
